“inconteftable,. cailing black white, and white. 
‘black: That he hasno manner of regard to ‘his 
‘Word, but counts it Servile to be reftrain’d by it 5, 
‘and thinks he may difpenfe with all Rules of Right, 
‘and Wrong, when he would opprefs. other States. 
‘That therefore the Laudable Cantons fhould'not, 
“in reafon, firengthen fo. unjuft Power,. by grant- 
‘ing him more ."Froops, or {uffering thofe that are: 
‘already in-his.Service to act Offenfively againft 
“ther Potentates.. That feeing the Laudable Can- 
tons themfelves have acknowledg’d that they will 
‘not take upon them to be Judges and Arbitrators of 
the Differences between. ether Severcigns, they, 
. ought not. confequently ro.come to any Conclufi- 
ons about their ancient Capitulation with. the, 
Dutchy of Milan, And finally, The faid Envoy 
leaves it to their Confideration. whether it be 
hot expedient, fafe, and honourable, for:them 
enter intoa Defenfive Alliance with the States his 
Mafters and their .Confederates.- Mean time. the
